BELL FROM OLD 4013 RINGS THEM IN 

The brass bell taken from engine 4013, a Mikado type 
2-8-2 built in 1921 was presented to the Navajo Tribe 
by the Santa Fe railroad last fall. President Gurley of the 
Santa Fe on one of his visits to the reservation suggested 
that his Company would be happy to present the Navajo 
Tribe with one of the brass bells from one of the old 
steam engines. Members of the Advisory Committee 
acting on behalf of the Navajo Tribe accepted the bell. 
The bell was mounted on a stone column outside the 
Council Hall and will be rung when the Council is in 
session. 

The bell, cast from brass weighs 108 pounds. It bears 
the inscription, "Presented to the Navajo Tribal Council 
by the Santa Fe Railroad Company, November 1956". 

Superintendent O. R. Hammit, Winslow, Arizona of the 
Albuquerque division who presented the bell to the Nava¬ 
jo Tribe on behalf of the Santa Fe Railroad, cited the 
long friendship that has existed between Santa Fe and 
members of the Navajo Tribe.

of the Navajo Agency Branch of Education, but also 
by the New Mexico State Director of Indian Education, 
and by the Guidance and Placement Officer from the State 
Department of Public Instruction. The State Director re¬ 
port that over 90% of the Indian children of school age 
in New Mexico are currently in school. 

Branch of Relocation: 

During the period January 7-18, the Navajo Tribal 
Council Committee, composed of Council Delegates Hos- 
ka Cronemeyer and Sevier D. Vanghan, visited areas of 
Navajo relocation in the San Francisco Bay and Los 
Angeles region. 

They also visited the Field Relocation Office in San 
Francisco, San Jose and Los Angeles. The Committee 
was accompanied by the Agency Relocation Officer and 
the Relocation Aide from the Ft. Defiance Subagency. 

The group toured some of the industrial plants at 
each location and inspected the operations of the Field 
Relocation Offices, as well as visiting Navajo families 
in their homes. On the whole, Navajo relocatees in 
these cities appear to be faring well. Wages and housing 
are good. The people are in good health. Relocatees were 
very appreciative of the fact that the Tribal Council 
had sent two delegates to make the inspection and visit. 

During the January report period, 13 units, consisting 
of 28 persons, moved to permanent locations outside the 
Reservation. Interest is growing in the offerings of the 
Relocation program and many new applications are being 
received. The Flagstaff Radio Station, through its Navajp 
Hour, is currently giving considerable publicity to the 
Relocation program. Members of the Subagency Re¬ 
location staffs have spoken during the month to several 
Reservation Chapter meetings, as well. 

Branch of Welfare 

Relief grants during the month of December totalled 
$15,098 for 339 cases. Boarding home care and tuition 
costs during the same period, amounted to $8,078 for

Branch of Education: 

The Director of Schools attended a meeting of Arizona 
Bordertown Dormitory principals held at Winslow, Ariz¬ 
ona, under the direction of Mrs. Florence Ann Beasley, 
newly appointed Superintendent of Arizona Bordertown 
Dormitories. The meeting was held for the purpose of dis¬ 
cussing the role of human relation as a skill in supervi¬ 
sion. 

A Bureau-wide workshop of Education Specialist was 
held during the period January 7-11 at the Albuquerque 
Boarding SchooJ. The principal subject discussed at the 
conference was the role of Education Specialist in the 
overall education program. 

The regular monthly meeting of the Navajo Tribal Edu¬ 
cation Committee was attended not only by represenatives

95 children. In addition, Tribal relief grants were made 
to 32 persons in the amount of $2,521. 

Three vacancies on the professional staff of the 
Branch of welfare remain unfilled, and recruitment of 
qualified personnel'is difficult in view of the shortage 
of adequate housing. 

Branch of Law and Order: 

During the report period the Navajo Courts of Indian 
Offenses tried 745 criminal and 35 civil cases. A total 
of $8,994.50 was collected in fees and fines. At the 


same time the Reservation police force assisted in the 
maintenance of law and order at approximately 365 
reservation gatheringss, and investigated 17 motor vehicle 
accidents, one of which involved fatality. 

The Criminal Investigation Division conducted ten 
investigations in involving the 10 major crimes of which 
three were accepted for prosecution by the U.S. Attorney, 
and four await decisions. The Identification Department 
fingerprinted and photographed 525 persons during the 
report period. 

With the completion of the accident file, the follow-

The highest accident rate occurred during the months 
of July, August and September, with 37, 35 and 34 
accidents respectively for each of these months. 

Branch of Land Operations: 

Mr. Freeman E. Tabor, Mammal Control Supervisor, 
Fish and Wildlife Service, reported for duty on the 
Navajo Reservation to supervise the predator and rodent 
control program in cooperation with the Tribal Resources 
Committee. This program will include the training of 


two Navajos as Mammal Control Agents. 

The Branch has continued to cooperate with the Navajo 
Tribe in carrying out the emergency Feed Grain Program. 
Through January 15th, 140 carloads of mixed grain 
were delivered to designated railheads near the Reser¬ 
vation. Orders have been placed through February 15 
for an additional 420 carloads of emergency feed grain 
for distribution to eligible Navajo subsistence livestock 
operators. 

Branch of Forestry: 

Logging operations continue on the Defiance and Mt. 
Powell Units. Advance figures indicate that a net vo¬ 
lume of over 17,900,000 board feet was harvested in the 
past calendar year on approximately 10,000 acres of 
forest and in the Defiancle Unit. An Additional 1.800, 
000 board feet was cut and removed from the Mt.

NAVAJO TRIBAL COUNCIL 

The Navajo Tribal Council met at Window Rock, 
Arizona from January 28 to February 16. Several major 
items were discussed and acted upon. One of the import¬ 
ant items on the agenda was the land exchange related 
to the construction of Gen Canyon Dam on the Colorado 
River. The Council allowed the Bureau of Reclamation 
to have the use of lands which it needs, and requested— 
the’ long disputed McCracken Mesa area—in exchange. 

Other major items discussed and approved by the 
Council include the followings: 

1. A $3,000,000 water development program which 
will include well drilling, springs and shallow well im¬ 
provements, overhead tanks and sanitary water barrels 
for home use. 

2. Establishment of $5,000,000 permanent endow¬ 
ment for scholarship funds. 

3. Community centers and community houses to be 
built throughout the reservation. 

4. Construction of additional housing for Tribal em¬ 


ployees, and erection of a new Tribal office building. In 
the meantime, temporary facilities will be built immedi¬ 
ately. 

5. Organization of a Navajo Park Commission to pro¬ 
tect scenic, historic, scientific and recreational areas and 
to provide for their development. 

Other businesss handled by the Tribal Council during 
its recent meeting include appropriations of an additional 
$400,000 for the Emergency Feed Grain Program; $136, 
000 for a new dinning room and sixteen motel units at 
Shiprock, making 32 units in all. The Council also appro¬ 
priated $150,000 in additional funds for the Shiprock 
farm-training program and voted $100,000 more for the 
tribe's clothing program for the school children.

NAVAJO LEADERS MEET WITH PRESIDENT 
EISENHOWER 

Paul Jones, Navajo Council Chairman and W. Wade 
Head, Area Director Gallup Area Office were selected to 
go to Wichita, Kansas to meet with President Eisenhower 
and his staff in a discussion on the drought conditions of 
the great southwest. 

Selected to meet with the president during his brief stop 
in Clovis, New Mexico was J. Maurice McCabe, tribal 
secretary-treasurer and Scott Preston, vice chairman. 

McCabe stated that the primary purpose of the meeting 
was to give the president a clear picture of the drought 
situation in the southwest, however he would also present, 
"several recommendations that effect the Indian People 
other than just the drought."

MONEY TO LURE INDUSTRY TO THE RESERVATION 
APPROVED 

Approval of a $300,000 apporpriation from Navajo 
Tribal funds which will be used to lure industry to the 
reservation has been received in the Tribal Offices. 

The Navajo will try to get industrial firms to locate 
on or near the reservation. This will give an opportunity 
for employment of many Navajo people. 

At this time there are two new manufacturing plants 
located near the reservation, Navajo Furniture Inc., a 
subsidiary of Baby Line Furniture, Los Angeles; and Lear 
Navajo an electronics affiliation of Lear Inc., of Santa 
Monica, California. 

The Industrial activity on the Navajo Reservation is 
part of the overall industrial program being developed 
by the Bureau of Indian Affairs to encourage industry 
to settle in those areas where there woud be a ready 
supply of man power as well as a ready supply of 
natural resources in many instances.

PLAN OUTLINED TO AID INDIANS 

The Chairman of the Navajo Tribal Council has pro¬ 
posed that part of the $33 million received from the 
sale of oil leases be spent on a “brave New program to 
better the daily lives of our thousands of Navajo people." 

Jones stated that the program would include con¬ 
struction of a large sawmill to make proper use of the 
large Navajo forest, and to establish a large college 
scholarship fund for Navajo youths. 

Jones outlined two primary improvements in living 
conditions to be included in the program, they are as 
follows: 

A huge water development program to help alleviate 
some effects of the years-long drought. 

A fuel distribution project to supply all sections of the 
reservation with wood, electric power, coal and natural 
gas.
